The Lunar Difcoveries of the celebrated Mr Hers- 
cuEt have excited fo much philofophical atten- 
tion, and are of fo curious a kind, that we 
think our readers will be gratified in knowing the 
extent of the obfervations as communicated to the 
Royal Society; in the words of the author. 


An account of the Three Volcanos in the Moon. 
By WILLIAM HERSCHEL, L. L. D. 
F. R. S. Read before the Royal Society, A- 
pril 26. 1787. 

It will be neceflary to fay a few words by way of 
introduction to the account I have to give of fome 
appearances upon the moon, which I perceived the 
1gth and 2oth of this month. The phenomena of 
nature, efpecially thofe that fall under the infpection 
of the aftronomer, are'to be viewed, not only with 
the ufual attention to faéts.as they occur, bat with 
the eye of reafon and experience. In this we are 
however not allowed to depart from plain appear- 
ances ; though their origin and fignification fhould 
be indicated by the moft charaSterifing features

gue, that they owe their origin to the fame caufe 
woich has modelied many of thefe, we may be faid 
to fee by analogy, or with the eye of reafon. Now, 
in this latter cafe, though it may be convenient, in 
{peaking of phoenomena, to ufe expreflions that can 
only be juftified by reafoning wpon the facts them- 
felves, it will certainly be the fafeft way not to ne- 
giecta full defcription of them, that it may to 
others how far we have been authorifed to ufe the 
mental eye. This being premifed, I may fafely 
proceed to give my obfervations,

Mecaain difcovered at Paris the 10th of this 
month.

“ The volcano barns with greater violence than. 
laft night. I believe its diameter cannot be lefs 
than 3”, by comparing it with that of the Georgian 
planet; as Jupiter was near at hand, | turned the. 
tclefcope to his third fatellite, and eftimated the dia- 
meter of the burning part of the volcano to be equal 
to at leaft twice that of the fatellire. Hence we 
may compute that the fhining or burning matter muft 
be above three miles in diameter. It is of an ir- 
regular round figure, and very fharply defined on 
The other two volcanos are much far- 
ther towards tle centre of the moon, and refemble 
large pretty faint nebule that are gradually much. 
brighter in the middle ; but no well defined lumi-: 
nous fpot can be difcerned in them. Thefe three 
fpots are plainly to be diftinguifhed from the reft of 
the marks upon the moon; for the reflection of the 
fun’s rays from the earth is, in its prefent fituation, 
fafficiently bright, with a’ten feet reflector, to thew 
the moon’s fpors, even the darkeft of them; nor 
did I perceive any fimilar. phcenomena laft lunation, 
though I then viewed the fame places with the fame 
inftrument.

*¢ This errurtion refembled mich that whick I 
fiw on the 4th of May, in the 1783; an account of 
which, with many particulars relating to the volca- 
nic mountains in the moon, I fhall take an opportu- 
nity of communicating to this Society. Ik differed, 
fhowever, confiderably in magnitude and_ brightnefs ; 
for the volcano “of the year 1783, though much 
brighter than that which is now burning, was not 
nearly fo large in the dimenfions of its eruption ; the 
former feen in the telefcope refembled a flar of-the 
fourth magnitude as it appears to the natural eye; 
this, cn the contrary, thews a vilible difk of lumi- 
nous matter, very diffe ent from the fparkling bright- 


nefs of {tar-light.

This crime is therefore pu- 
nithed witi beingfevered from the fociety for ever ; 
but this very rarely happens. —They divide themt- 
felves into parties or clubs, and all fare alike. They 
hold no communication with any other inhabitants, 
except to buy and fell; and their probity is prover- 
bial ; indeed they have no inducement to cheat or 
defraud, for if they did, there would no advantage 
arife therefrom to the individual. The-children are 
confidered as filius populi; and after being educated 
according to their genius, they are placed out to 
faitable trades. Some of the women attach them- 
felves to particular men ; but it is not confidered as 
the leaft fault, not even venial, to change, when- 
ever cither of the parties think fit ; and as to for- 
tune, they can neither be advanced nor reduced; 
for fo long as they are induftrious, they continue

part of the Directors, the moft dcliderate conde, and the 
mott authentic local information. : 

Under thefe impreffions, onc of their earlicit meafures was 
that of foliciting information, as well from the public at 
large, as from the principal inhabitants of the northern and 
weftern coafts af the Highlands, to which, as the natural 
feat of the Fitheries, their views are chiefly direfted. In 
confequence of their applications, anfwers "be nvoft fatisfac- 
tory have been returned ; for at the fame time chat fpeeific 
information has been obtained, many of ,thof gentlemen 
who were particularly addrefled, have offered (fme of them 
as a gift, and others on terms the moit modeste) any pro: 
portion of their lands thatjmay be requifite for the Society's 
intended eftablifhments. ‘ } 

But notwithftanding the value of the local information 
and the liberality of the offers, which have thus been recei- 
ved, the Direétors have as yet determined on the fettlement 
of only two villages, one of which will be eftablithed in the 
Southern, and the other in the Northern divifion of the 
Highlands. 

They have obferved with particular fatisfattion, a remark-

Settlement, the borders of one or.other,of the principal 
lakes in Rofs-fhire; the weftern coa(t of that county being 
famous for its wonderful fhoals of herrings, and for the abun- 
dance of its cod, but.unprovided at prefent with the efta- 
blithments that are requifite for the Fitheries.
